my mouth, Inspector Reynolds, 
but I am ‘afraid there are not | 
many teeth in it.” 

‘Teeth Fitted Gap. : 

Det. Inspector Reynolds stated 
in evidence that at’ the, time of 
the alleged murder, he waa in 
charge of the Murder Squad. .

“Pravda,” the organ of the 
Communist ‘Party, which has a cir- 
culation of nearly’700,000, is known 
to be in-nced of more space. A8 
soon as the paper supply warrants 
it will carry elght pages regularly 
instead of the four or six at Pre- 
sent. 

Publishing circles are aware that 
the ‘circulations of many magazines 
are being kept down artificially on 
account of the-papor famine, The 
more popular magazines are: usually 
snapped up by the public ar soon 
as they appear on the stands and 
‘those who are-not quick enough 
-remain. without copies, 

Many an author here ‘complains 
that the paper shortage stands be- 
tween himself and fame. Novela 
are frequently put out in small 
editions and are not republished 
in spite of their popularity. The 
government usually prefers to invest 
its Hmited supply of paper in 
technical and educational books, 
vather than in merely entertaining 
Uterature.

A KNIFE PRODUCED. h 


Tientsin, April 26. 

At H.B,M. Consular Court yes- 
terday morning ' before.Mr. A, G. 
N, Ogden ‘(Conaul),” Mra, Ca- 
therina Hadley, was brought up 
on preliminary examination in 
connection with the death of: 9 
Russian newsvendor named Pro: 
koptchik at Tientsin on April 22, 

The accused, ‘a woman of slight 
build and evidently labouring under 
great emotion, was accommodated 
with a chair in the dock. 

The Registrar (Major 'G, A. Her- 
bert, M.C.) suid that after evidence 
had been given of the manner in 
which the prisoner was handed Into 
the custody of that Court and 
evidence had been given, as to her 
identity he proposed to-ask for a 
week’s remand to enable the neces- 
sary evidence to be collected. 


Photo on ‘Passport. 


Major Herbert said in the daily 
issue of the Peking and Ticntsin 
‘Times of the 23rd inst. it was 
alleged that a woman of the name 
of “Yekaterina » Khadlei’” had mur- 
dered a Russian newavendor named 
Prokoptchik the night before. On 
the afternoon of the 23rd, Mrs 
J..R. Watson informed him that she 
was of the opinion that the “Yeka- 
terina Khadlei" referred to in the 
daily, paper was in’. fact a Mrs, 
Catherina Hadley, On receipt of 
this information witness’ avas in- 
structed by H.B.M. Consul-General 
to proceed to No. 1 Special Bureau 
to enquire whether the Mrs 
Catherina Hadley whose photograph 
appeared on her passport was in 
fact the person Who was alleged to 
have committed the ‘murder report-| 
ed.’ The Commissioner informed 
witness that the person charged was 
in fact:the person whose photograph 
appeared on the ‘passport. A letter 
was accordingly written to the 
Chinese authorities stating that the 
person arrested was a British aub- 
ject and requesting that she be 
handed over to that Court. “At 2 
p.m. on the 24th inst. she was hand- 
ed over to witness-by the Chinese 
authorities and he handed her over 
to the Constable of the Court. He 
did not know whether accused wish: 
ed to ask him any. question but ft 
was purely formal evidence and she 
could always cross-examine at any 
time during the trial. She was not 
represented by counsel. 

‘Accused said dhe “did not wish 
to ask the witness any questions, 

Major Herbert: .I propose to call 
Mr. Watson to prove the identity of 
the accused, 


Evidence of “Identity: 
Mr. J. R. Watzon said he knew 
uccused as.Mra. Hadley. The pass- 
port (produced) belonged to her and 
was in,her poasession. . It was hand- 
cd over to witness and he kept it. . 

Mr. E, McVeigh, Constable of the 
Court, said on the afternoon of the 
24th inst. he received the -prisoner 
into custody on instructions received 
from the Registrar of the Court. 
He warned the prisoner that any: 
thing she might. say could be used 
as evidence and: she simply replied 
that she"had received {ll-treatment 
in. the hands of the Chinese Polico 


Authorities ‘and “that she' had re: 


peatedly asked them to communi: 
cate with. that Consulate-General 
which they refused to do, 

Major Herbert: With reference to 
what ‘the Constable says'was said 
to him by the accused, accused was 
interviewed by Dr. Grice and she 
made no complaint to, the doctor of 
peing {ll-treated at all and the 
doctor found ng evidence of her 
having been’ ill-treated., I under- 
stand that the doctor a8ked her.

FIENDISH CRIME IN 
‘SHANGHAI. 


‘A VENDETTA, 

The most diabolical ‘rime in 
Settlement police history was com- 
taitted in a small Chinese house off 
Avenue Road last week. Using an 
ordinary kitchen chopper and an 
axe,'a Chinese slaughtered ,a ¢om- 
vlete household of seven persons 
during their sleep, hacking thelr 
heads from their bodies, An elderly 
Chinese’. woman, her married 
caughter, two tiny children, a- nurse 
wmah, ao slave girl and a man ser- 
vant were butchered in deliberate 
manner as the murderer went from 
bedroom to’ bedroom, wielding. the 
horrible kitchen implement. 

The police have so far been un- 
able to trace the murderer who 
disappeared from the scene of the 
terrible crime, together with a slave 


girl with whom he’ is supposed to}. 


have been i an love. % 

The crime | is unequalled for 
ferocity and cold-blooded delitera- 
tion, The motive ig belleved to 
have been revenge on the‘ part of 
the household cook for: ‘having been 
refused permission from his em- 
ployer to marry one of the slave 
girls in the house.: This girl has 


not been found, but whether sho]: 


was a party to the crime or an 
unwilling witness remains o mys- 
tery. 
Small Boy, Only Survivor, 

But for the fortunate escape of 
one of the small children in the 
house, who had been aparcd or over- 
looked by the man with the axe, the 
crime might have remained undis- 
xovered for some considerable. time. 
The only survivor from the death 
house was a four-year-old boy who 
wade his way into the alley shortly 
efter daylight, and attracted: :the 
attention of a refuse coolie by his 
cries, The coolie proceeded: to the 
house and, receiving no answer, to 
his knocking,.entered. He was con- 
fronted with ‘the ghastly sight of 
& headless, body just inside the firat 
room on ‘the ground floor. The 
coolie waited’ no longer to Iinvesti- 
gate, but ran to Avenue Road" and 
reported the disgovery to 4 patrol- 
ling policeman. 


When the police arrived and pro-|’ 


ceeded from the first floor to tha 
rooms sbove, they ‘saw.a. shambles. 
No less than aix dead bodies, 
gruesome in their. horrible mutila- 
tion, werd found in various positions 
in, three different rooms. ‘The, floor 
was slippery with’ ‘blood. - "Thera 
was not a living thing in-the-house 
except the police, In die ‘foot was 
found a heavy bloodstaindd' nxt.’ Int 
anothér room the police.came acroys |: 
the other murderous implement used 
in the killing—a small kitchen 
Tt had 
been thrawn on the floor’ beside the 
last victim before the murderer 
made ‘his escape into the night. 

': The only evidence of robbery was 
the fact that a small suitcase had 
been opened and some of the con- 
tents, believed to have been money, | ; 
had been taken. : 

The police were staggered at the 
terrible scene. Hardened as_ they 
are to the callous ‘crimes of kidnap-|. 
pers, armed robbers and’ other 
Chinese criminals, they had never | 
been confronted with a succession of 
murders, a3 deliterate and 'fieridlah 
as those committed: in‘ the hotise off 
Avenue Road.: At firat ‘it appeared 
to be the work'of a frenzied mad- 
man, but.the fact that, ‘with two 
exceptions, no. evidences of strugale 
could be found, ‘indicated that the 
seven killings had’ been committed 
with deadly cunning ‘dnd uncanny 
precision, which ‘was not the work 
of a person labouring under stress 
of emotion, 

The killer must have’ erent from 
one victim to another, slashing their 
throats with the axe or chopper, and 
stifling their death acreams with bed 
clothing... The two children ‘were 
Hed beside thefr guardians, but 
whether before or after the older 
people, it may never be known. ilt 
is almost inconceivable that one man 
could carry out. his miasion of 
slaughter from one room to another, 
in a small house, without disturbing 
sume of . the inmates before their 
turn came for:death. The. evidence, 
however, indicates that such a ‘thing 
happened. . -

Living in the house were Mr. 
Kwoh Zau-loong, father or grand- 
father of the majority of the vie- 
tims, He was in hospital when the 
teyriblo crime was committed.

Heads’ Severed From Bodies. 

Clutching his two bloody instru- 
ments the murderer then made his 
way to.the next bedtoom which was 
at the head of. ‘a small ‘flight of 
stairs. Hero,'ho found the senior 
Mra. Kiyoh in bed and a young slave 
girl, 18: years of ago, sleeping on a 
camp bedi Which. of the two he 
killed firat is not known. 
were found with thelr heads almost 
severed from the body, the slave girl 
lying with: her hand behind her head 
as though still sleaping.. The elder 
svoman was found lying on tho floor 
where, it is presumed,.’ she ‘rolled 
from tho bed whon . deft by the 
murderer. :

J APANESE LAW. 


Will Remedy Marital 
’ Relations.’ 


‘REVISIONS OF. CODE. 
Tokyo, April 12. 

The failure of Japanese law to 
hold husbands equally  account- 
able with wives for fidelity to 
the marriage tie will ‘be re- 
medied by code revisions now 
néaring completion. The: present 
law does not recognize infidelity 
of a husband as grounds for 
divorce, nor does the criminal 


,code provide for the. prosecution 


of an ‘unfaithful ‘husband for 
adultery. ; 

The highest legal savants of 
the empire are drafting a new 
civil- Code’ of Family Relations, 
which recognizes the right of a 
wife to‘obtain divorce from an 
unfaithful husband. The revised 
code ‘will almplify the offictal 
procedure connected with mar- 
riage and will increase the rights 
of a mother over her children. , 

The present criminal code ‘re- 
cognizes , the right of a wronged 
husband to bring the criminal 
charge of adultery sgainst his 
wife and obtain the punishment 
of her and thé co-respondent. 
The revised criminal code, which 
will be completed within the 
year, gives the wife a similar 
right, 

Reports of - the proceedings of 
the committee revising the cri- 
mina! code reveal a strong feelin, 
in favour of abolition of capital 
punishment, but it is not likely that 
auch a revolutionary change will 
be introduced this time. Ono al- 
teration aimed at making the law 
less harsh iso provision’ for in- 
demnification in cases of false ar- 
rest and’ imprisonment, | Another 
charge would’ extend a house- 
holder’s rights In attacking or 
killing a burglar.

sound of Americans’ talkings. There 
has been some idea of limiting the 
sale of tickets to those of his 
‘Majesty's subjects who are safely 
established in. traditional British 
habits of speech.

Death Knell May Be 
Sounded Soon.

LAST HOUR NIGH. 

Stewart Brown, Special Corres- 
pondent, United Press, writes from 
Paris on April 22:— 

The death knell of the Soviet 
hour of its demise is fast approach- 
ing, according to F. 1. Dan, uncon- 
tested chief of the Second Inter- 
national outside of Russia. 

Dan, ‘talking to his political 

friends in ‘Paria, said that he was 
positive the Soviet rulers’ are fast 
tumbling from their thrones and 
the country will soon be in the 
throes of a new revolution, ' 
. So certain is Dan that the end 
of the Soviet regime is coming that 
he is devoting all his energies in 
taking measures which will pre- 
vent’ the monarchist. or White Rua- 
sians from assuming power. The 
fight, he declares, will not be with 
the present - Red rulers but with 
the diverse factions which will at- 
tempt to take control of Russia. 

As the European leader of the 
Second International, a milder and 
‘more ‘socialistic “Third Interna- 
tional, ‘Dan wishes the Russian 
Social Democrats to fall heir to 
control of Russian when the Reds 
fall. 

“The Social Democrats” he said, 
“are being urged to do their ut- 
most to prevent the Bolshevist dic. 
tatorship from passing ‘into the 
ship. 

“ Peasants Lack Courage. 

“The Red Army already 
possesses the elements capable of 
substituting a White or Monarch- 
ist dictatorship for the present 
Soviet regime. The peasants will 
never be able to Oppose such a pos- 
sibility for they have neither the 
means nor the courage. 

“The only road open to the So- 
cial Democrats .is to prepare a 
Coup d'Etat in which the city 
workers will march against Stalin 
in the names of the principles 
of liberty and democracy, prin- 
ciples which Stalin has: completely 
forgotten. If we do not succeed 
then Russia will.be plunged into a 
long period of black reaction in 
which White monarchistic elements 
will fight for the unsteady throne 
of the Russians.” Pago
